To Take Over Commerce Post 


— London Envoy Has Background 
Of Big Business and New Deal 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 22—(AP)—W. Averell Harriman, who as Ambassador to London 
has been helping carry out—if not formulate — recent firm U. S. policy toward Russia, 
drew the assignment tonight to replace Henry A. Wallace in the Cabinet. 

Wallace was ousted as Secretary . 
of Commerce for taking issue with 
that policy. 
| The wholly unpredicted White 
House announcement of Harri- 
man’s selection late Sunday as- 
signs to the Commerce post a big 
businessman, but also a man with 
a long record of association with 
the New Deal. 


That fact made one conclusion 
obvious—that one Presidential

Russia’s failure to answer a third

Noting Moscow’s three-month- 
long silence, these American fi- 
nancial experts told a reporter 
Sunday they regard the subject as 
virtually closed unless the Soviet 
unexpectedly changes its attitude. 

Some said they feel that at best 
Moscow has decided not to pursue 
the subject until relations between 
the United States and Russia im- 
prove.

When the Fords bought the old 
Bond place out on Ellenwood 
Road they acquired a one-horse 
wagon and a perfectly good out- 
building they didn’t know they 
had until they cut the weeds. 


That was three years ago and 
ever since life has been as full 
of surprises as a cinnamon roll 
is full. of raisins for the hard- 
working, earth-loving Fords, teen- 
agers Betty and Etta, eight-year- 
old Dick and their parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. James A. Ford. 

Because their father has a reg- 
ular job in town as a plumbing 
engineer and their mother suffers 
from heart trouble, the girls, Bet- 
ty, 16, and Etta, 14, are the fam- 
ily’s only full-time farmers, They 
are up at 5 o’clock every morn- 
ing and sometimes it is 10 o’clock 
before Etta drives the tractor 
under the shed and trudges weari- 
ly into the house or Betty puts 
away the last jar of tomatoes or 
ye mix she has canned that day, 

ard, back - breaking, endless 
work, sure—but Betty and Etta 
don’t find it.so. To them run- 
ning a farm is the most exciting, 
rewarding occupation in the world. 
Planting cotton and peas might 
be different but the Fords’ main 
crop is to Etta, the family’s poet, 
“a crop of beauty” — flowers. 
Their father started experiment- 
ing with gladioli and Easter lilies 
and Etta, who carries on a 
flourishing correspondence with 
a girl in-England, acquired some 
English bulbs of various kinds. 
Now their bulb out-put is their 
principal cash crop. Their father 
Supervises the planting and dig- 
ging of the bulbs and built a fine 
rock-lined cellar to store them in 
Winter time, but the job of car- 
ing for the flowers, hoeing them 
and harvesting them is Betty’s 
and Etta’s. 

While city teen-agers are still 
asleep, dreaming no doubt of Van 
Johnson and double. malteds at 
the corner drug store, the Ford 
girls are out in the field cutting 
dew-damp blossoms for their 
father to deliver at the wholesale 
florist’s on his way to work. They 
also have a chicken project, Bet- 
ty’s principal care, and the care 
of the two cows, Guernsey “Red” 
and Jersey “Blossie,” is likewise 
Betty’s responsibility. 

Plump, brown-eyed Betty, who 
was stricken with meningitis 
when she was eight years old, 
once feared she would never walk 
again. But now she plods deter- 
minedly down to the pasture and 
brings the cows home and milks 
them, hauls the heavy pails to the 
house, all as a preface to a reg- 
ular day’s work. 

“Betty has a way with cows,” 
Mrs. Ford reported, grinning at 
her daughter who smiled back a 
little sheepishly. “Actually, she 
dislikes old ‘Red’ very much but 
she’s the only one in the family 
who could manage her. When we 
bought her she was a wild Guern- 
sey nobody could get near. She 
had her calf at a time when Mr. 
Ford was not at home and Betty 
and I had to copeswith her by 
ourselves.

soon it would be disastrous—and 
nobody could get near the kick- 
ing, balking old thing. I followed 
her around so mad I was crying, 
but Betty took charge.”

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22—(4)—. 
The world food situation will be 
partly relieved during the year 
ahead by a 10 percent increase in 
rice production and by the largest 
potato crop since 1942, the Agri- 
culture Departn ent reported Sun- 
day. 

A world survey indicates, the 
Department said, that the rice crop 
will be about 6,300,000,000 bushels, 
or nearly 600,000,000 bushels more 
than was produced last year. The 
prospective crop nevertheless is 
between 5 and 10 percent below 
prewar production. 

The indicated increase will be 
largely in Asia, where it is a ma- 
jor food staple. 

World production of potatoes 
was tentatively estimated at 7,283,- 
000,000 bushels, or 13 percent 
more than last year but more than 
a billion bushels below the prewar 
average. 

The Department said the out- 
look in Europe, where potatoes are 
an important food item, is much 
improved over the small crop 
harvested last year. The European 
crop was estimated at 4,462,000,000 
bushels compared with 3,874,000,- 
000 last year. 

The largest increases in Europe 
are indicated for The Netherlands, 
Belgium, France, Spain, Portugal, 
Italy, Germany, and Austria.

Fred Shumake, 19, the second 
man wanted in connection with 
the murder of J. W. “Red” Spruell, 
42, of Bremen, an automobile me- 
chanic, three months ago, has been 
returned from California. 

Shumake was arrested in Sacra- 
mento last week and Sheriff Ted 
McIntyre, of Paulding County, 
where Spruell was killed, and 
Sheriff Grover Newman, of Haral- 
son County, returned with him 
yesterday. 

McIntyre said Shumake had 
been indicted on charges of first 
degree murder, 

Gene Eaves, 19, was given a life 
sentence to Tattnall Prison after 
his conviction last August on first 
degree murder charges in Spruell’s 
death. Both men _ disappeared 
after the death. Eaves was ar- 
rested in Amarillo, Texas, in July. 

Spruell’s body, weighted down 
with two rocks, each weighing 80 
pounds, was found at the bottom 
of a creek seven miles southeast 
of Dallas June 25. When discov- 
ered, Spruell’s hands were against 
one of the rocks on his chest, in- 
dicating he had been alive when 
thrown into the water and had 
tried to push te rocks away. 

In Eaves’ trial, it was brought 
out Spruell previously had been 
smashed in the head at two differ- 
ent times with a hammer. After 
the first time, it was reported, he 
climbed into the back of his car 
and asked for a drink of whiskey, 
which reportedly was given to 
him. Police said there was blood 
in the back of the car where he 
had lain. 

Later, it was brought out in 
Eaves’ trial, he was struck on the 
head again before being thrown 
into the creek. 

Sheriff McIntyre said the vic- 
tim’s watch and car were stolen. 
The automobile was recovered. 

Shumake is slated for trial in 
the November session of the Pauld- 
ing County Superior Court.

The President him- 
self was still on the Potomac 
where he had watched the Presi- 
dent’s Cup Speedboat Races Satur- 
day afternoon, 

There was no formal White 
House statement immediately. | 

The Commerce post was left va- 
cant by the resignation of Wallace 
Friday, at the President’s request, 
as the upshot of a Cabinet split 
largely over policy toward Russia. 

Wallace in a New York speech 
last wegk criticized the American 
attitude toward the Soviet Union, 
decrying any “get tough with Rus- 
sia” policy and commenting on 


“British imperialism.” 


Opposing any tying of American 
foreign policy to that of London, 
Wallace said it should be acknowl- 
edged that he will try to democra- 
tize the American “sphere of in- 
fluence” while the Russians will 
try to communize their own 
sphere. He suggested that the 
United States has no more busi- 
ness in the politfcs of Eastern 
Europe than Russia has in the af- 
fairs of the Western Hemisphere. 

Wallace in a speech after his 
resignation, however, denjed he 
was arguing for the idea of 
spheres of influence. a _ theory 
strongly opposed by Secretary of 
State Byrnes with the support of 
President Truman. 

Harriman’s own ideas on the 
subject of dealings with Russia 
have been rather fully set forth in 
speeches and statements. 

“We agree that Russia is en- 
titled to security,” he said in a 
broadcast last spring, adding: 
“But in gaining this security I 
still hope Russia will accept, as 
we have, that the chief hope of 
the world is in collective security 
through the United Nations Or- 
ganization. 

“A country which attempts to 
gain security through unilateral 
-action, through aggressive, inde- 
pendent action, is only opening 
the gates of disaster.” 

Harriman’s nomination for the 
London post was unanimously 
confirmed by the Senate in April, 
this year. He had just come home 
from Moscow via the Orient 
where he carried out still-secret 
assignments for the White House. 

He had been Ambassador to 
Russia ‘since October, 1943, after 
two years as Lend-Lease Admin- 
istrator in London. 

In that earlier London assign- 
ment he had participated in sev- 
eral of the historic conferences 
between President Roosevelt and 
Winston Churchill, Britain’s war- 
time Prime Minister. 

When he first arrived in Lon- 
don as Ambassador, Harriman 
called for American-British co-op- 
eration but “not in conflict with 


' other nations.” 


“It seems to me,” he said, “‘Brit- 
ain and the United States are 
predestined to play that. sort of 
a role and work together ih mu- 
tual interest, but in no sense of 
exclusive association, but togeth- 
er with other nations and not in 
conflict with other nations.” 

Moscow obseryers reported at 
the time of Harriman’s shift to 
London that the assignment had 
met with genuine Russian ap- 
proval., 

British newspapers. also 
plauded the appointment. 

Premier Stalin, out of friendship 
for Harriman, presented him with 
two horses, one of which was for 
Harriman’s daughter, Kathleen. 

Harriman is the silver-spoon 
heir to a great railroad fortune, 
son of E. H. Harriman who once 
controlled 60,000 miles of railroad. 

He left the Republican Party, 
of which his father had been a 
member, to vote for Alfred E. 
Smith for President in 1928. He

EVACUATE RESCUERS 

The Coast Guard faced the task 
of evacuating 31 Newfoundlanders 
who made their way through 
streams and brush after the 
wreckage of the giant four-en- 
gined Douglas Skymaster was lo- 
cated. They reached the crash 
scene Saturday. 

Rudy Revil, New York musician 
and composer, who suffered burns 
on both hands and face, described 
the crash, 

From a hospital bed he told an 
Air Transport command officer 
how the plane left Brussels in 
bright weather, but later bumped 
into poor flying conditions. 

“When the plane arrived over 
Gander the pilot was informed 
that he could not land, due to fog 
and rain,” he said. ‘‘We began to 
leave the area and I did not know 
where we were going. 

“The stewardess informed us of 
the fact, but it wasn’t long after- 
ward that the plane hit the ground. 

“The plane began to burn im- 
mediately. Not many were able 
to get away. I cannot seem to re- 
member what happened for a long 
time. My senses began to return, 
and I noticed my hands were badly 
burned. After the plane crashed 
living was like a nightmare. 

Revil said that after the arrival 
of Dr. Martin and his soldiers 
from Fort McAndrew supplies of 
medicine, clothing and food were 
dropped regularly. 

2 DIE AFTER CRASH 

“From the time the plane crashed 
until Dr. Martin arrived, two per- 
sons died,” Revil went on. “One 
Was a crew member and the other 
a passenger whom I did not know.” 

Kleisch, 38-year-old helicopter 
pilot whose wife and nine-year-old 
daughter, Judy, live in Cincinnati, 
said that on his first landing at the 
plateau the wheels of the helicop- 
ter sank into the oozing muskeg 
to a depth of eight inches, and the 
operation had to be delayed until 
a PBY showered down a load of 
timbers which were used to make 
a landing platform. 

At the lake the rescuers had to 
place the litters aboard a rubber 


life raft and wade out 100 feet 
into water chest deep in order to 
reach the Catalinas, which could 
not let down their wheels on the 


beach because of the boggy ter- 


irain. 

| Kleisch said Capt. Martin, the 
\35-year-old Army doctor, “had 
‘some hard decisions to make down 
there—who would be the first to 
come out, and so on.” 

Martin and his rescue 
were transferred here 
‘Planes and flown to their home 
base at Fort McAndrew, near Ar- 
gentia, Newfoundland. 

One of the first survivors 
evacuated Sunday was attractive 
‘Suzanne Martin, 19-year-old 
daughter of Joseph Martin, Bel- 
gian Consul General at Bogota,

Mr. and Mrs. Martin were wait-

White or Negro, the truth remains that 
human life in Georgia is too cheaply held, 
that too many of our people are too ready 
with gun or knife as resolvers of disputes. 


As with other perplexing problems in 
human behavior, there is only one real 
remedy, the long, slow process of better 
education for all our people. Not only 
better education in the fundamentals of 
the school house, but better education in 
the ethics of decent human behavior. 


Herman Talmadge on Georgias Greatest Need 


It is gratifving to know that, whatever 
the contrast in political philosophy of the 
Incumbent and incoming administrations, 
the State government will continue to 
place paramount emphasis on the need 
for developing processing plants so that 
Georgia may realize a greater share of 
the profits from her products. 

Herman Talmadge, son of the Gover- 
nor-elect, will undoubtedly play a major 
role in State government during the next 
four vears.

Churchill--Practical Idealist 


Winston Churchill, wartime Prime Min- 
of Great Britain, is probably the 
best-informed observer of world affairs 
alive todav.

When these necessities are done, how- 
ever, he pleads for an end to retribution 
between nations of Europe and suggests 
France take the first step in reconciliation 
by uniting with Germany in this move 
toward a greater Europe, combined under 
one government, a U. S. of Europe. 

We can but applaud the Churchill 
idealism in advocacy of such a program. 

At the same time, however, we recognize 
the shrewdness of his plan. For, sheltered 
behind an all-powerful, united Europe, 
with that power taking rank with the 
United States of America on the one side 
and the union of the Soviet Republics on 
the other, Churchill undoubtedly sees a 
new and greater security for Britain as 
well as enlarged opportunity for Britain 
to regain her dominant place in world 
commerce and world control. 

Churchill’s new plan can only be de- 
scribed as the shrewd, practical idealism 
for which he, Britain’s leading statesman 
of our time, is most famous.

Jack Williams 
Pinch Hits Today 


(Editor’s Note: Ralph McGill is on wacation. 
: His column today was written by Jack Williams, 
editor and ublisher of the Waycross Journal- Herald, 


On Tuesday, Oct. 8, 1946, Georgia will celebrate an epoch- 
making event—the opening to the public of the Great Okefenokee 
swamp, whose name is spelled 40 different ways and means 
“Trembling Earth.” 


For generations scientists, botanists, fishermen, nature-lovers 
and tourists in general have been anxious to visit the interior 
of this great wonderland. Also, thousands of tourists who traveled 
Route No. 1 south into Florida were not aware of the fact that 
while traveling this highway south of Waycross they came within 
a few miles of the source of two famous rivers, the Suwannee 
River, famous in song and story, and the St. Marys River, whose 
sweet waters caused the masters of sailing vessels in the olden 
days to sail hundreds of miles off their course to fill their water 
casks, both of these rivers taking their rise in the Okefenokee 
within a few miles of each other. 


For many years the progressive citizens of Waycross have expe-" 


rienced a desire to share the interesting experiences of a visit to 
the Okefenokee with the people throughout the nation, and within 


the past few years the local Chamber of Commerce has had as its. 
prime objective a plan to provide close to Waycross a convenient 


entrance to the Okefenokee. Under the able leadership of Dr. W. C. 
Hafford and a strong committee, this work has been under way 
for months with the approval of the U. S. Department of Interior 
and the Department of Agriculture, which. have the Swamp under 
their jurisdiction, 


The expenditure on the project thus far has been 
more than a quarter of a million dollars. This 
development will not only result in affording much pleasure to 
thousands of visiting tourists but wili be equivalent to a large 
new industry to the State of Georgia. 

Water trails are being cleared and power boats have been 
secured for long and short trips, entrance being made at the 
northern end of the Swamp within four miles of U. S. Highway 
Route 1. The entrance highway to the Swamp has been named 
by resolution of the Georgia Legislature as the Vereen Bell Memo- 
rial Highway in honor of the late Vereen Bell, author of “Swamp 
Water,” who was killed in action in the South Pacific. This 
novel, it will be recalled, appeared originally as a Saturday Evening 
Post serial story. 

A new motion picture tentatively titled “Gator Bait” is now 
being filmed as the second motion picture on the Okefenokee. 
Numerous magazines and periodicals are featuring the Okefenokee 
as a wildlife refuge and a scenic attraction. As an illustration 
of the nation-wide interest in the Swamp, Fox Movietone and 
Universal News Reel have recently made news pictures which 
have been released throughout the country. Collier's Magazine has 
sent a photographer to make pictures to illustrate a feature which 
they plan to carry within a short time. 


An Industry 


. The Saturday Evening Post last week sent 
More Gators Herbert Ravenel Sass, nature writer, and Gus 
Pasquerel, photographer, to work up a feature story on alligators 
of the Okefenokee, which, by the way, are becoming more numer- 
ous within recent years. Many years ago it was said that they 
were so plentiful that one could walk from Billy’s Island to the 
mainland on the backs of alligators. 

When the alligators became scarce, the fish likewise became 
less plentiful, as alligators assist in keeping the waterways open 
and also keep down the vegetation growth in the .waterways, 
making it unnecessary for the fish to seek deeper waters. One 
season an effort was made to keep a check on fish caught in 
the Suwannee Lake. While it would be impossible to keep a 
complete check at the end of the season, it was found that they 
had recorded 41,000 fish taken from this one lake. 

Many sportsmen do lazy fishing in the Okefenokee; that is, 
they paddle down the Suwannee canal at night with a light on 
the bow of their boat, which confuses the fish and causes them 
to jump out of the water into the boat. As many as 25 choice 
fish have been caught in one evening in this manner. 


sa The history of the Okefenokee and its environs 
Romantic reads like a romance. Down where the semi-tropi- 
cal sunshine filters through the jungles of gray moss and plays 
hide-and-go-seek among the wild roses, yellow jasmine and shim- 
mering wisteria; where the soft wind whispers sweet melodies as 
it dances through the groves of stately pines, palms and magnolias, 
bringing the music of the water as it gently laps the shore of the 
fern-fringed lakes and streams; where the shimmering surface of 
the open waters of the lakes and creeks.was once broken by the 
rhythmic dip of the Indian’s paddle, and the perfume-laden winds 
sang sweet lullabies to the dark-eyed Indian maiden. Now all is 
quiet in these isolated spots except for the faint whistle of the 
log train in the distance; the cry of some bird or animal to its 
mate; the call of the bob-white, or the occasional splash when some 
alligator slips back into the murky waters of the Okefenokee. 
Waycross is now and has been for some time the headquarters 
for the wildlife refuge, with Walter P. Schaeffer as manager. The 
other entrances to the Swamp are located at Camp Cornelia, near 
Folkston, and at Lem Griffis’ > pasted camp, near Fargo.

The Old Home Town 


One of the most fascinating neighborhoods in 

the world to me, in those ancient days when ] was 

a boy in my teens, was the riverfront, the docks 

and the giant warehouses, the overhead railway and the ships of 
every type and under every flag, of my home city, Liverpool. 

In those days Liverpool was the great port for England. There 
all the giant trans-Atlantic liners came to tie up at the floating 
landing stage and the passengers hurried from gangplank to the 
waiting “boat train” for New York. 

There, too, the rusty old tramp steamers from out-of-the-way 
ports came to unload and many a tall-masted sailing ship found 
berth in one or other of the great docks. 

On dockside were to be seen goods of all sorts, cotton from 
America and Egypt, great, black blocks ‘of stuff that would become 
refined sugar, spices and timber and cheese and livestock and a 
myriad of other things. Each with its smell, all — into an 
odor powerful, aromatic and strange. 

Under the shadow of the overhead railway that ran parallel 
with the docks, tremendous lorries, drawn by some of the biggest 
and most magnificent draught horses to be seen anywhere in the 
world, slowly moved over the cobbled street. 

And strange men, sailors of all nationalities, were to be seen 
and heard speaking in many languages and alluring dialects. Some- 
times a tall, emaciated Lascar from the boiler room of a tramp 
steamer would whisper of smuggled cigars he had for sale. Cigars 
smuggled ashore tied around the dirty, greasy ankle of said Lascar

Changed How changed that waterfront has been by war, by 
bombs, I do not know, save by hearsay. I have had 
letters and have been told by some who have seen that the devasta- 
tion was great. Probably, though, they are already rebuilding For 
Liverpool is still one of the great ports of the world, despite the 
development of Southampton for the trans-Atlantic passenger trade, 
and great ports have a pride in their strength, in their ability to 
conquer temporary disaster. 

I am told that Liverpool, through. the Mersey Docks and Har- 
bour Board, the agency which controls the port and the incoming 
and outgoing shipping, is to get the world’s first radar set, which 
will be used to control the congested shipping lanes that converge 
on the Mersey River mouth. 

It will be the largest radar set ever built, with a giant screen 
more than 10 feet square, instead of the one-foot square screens 
now in use. Instead of one cathode ray, it will have four separate 
tubes, to allow a detailed view of a particular area to be presented. 

When completed, the giant radar set will be mounted on a 
100-foot tower at the Gladstone Dock. It will be able to control the 
shipping traffic of the river, despite storms and fogs, for a radius of 
30 miles from the mouth. It will save millions of dollars over a 
year in time and port costs for ships that without it would miss one 
or more tides before sailing. By means of this radar, the port 
authorities will know exactly where every incomimg and every out- 
going vessel is at all times and will be able to direct them with mini- 
mum danger of coflision. 


: . The Mersey Docks and Harbour 
Clearing Away Mines Board already operates a_radar- 
equipped salvage vessel, the only port authority with such a vessel, 
This ship has located channel buoys set adrift, has detected floating 
mines so they could be destroyed by mine sweepers. 

Incidentally, the British Navy and other sea authorities are busy 
these days in clearing away the debris of war in the waters all 
around England. They are getting rid of the vessels sunk by sub- 
marines or mines or other enemy action, 

These wrecks, until they are cleared away, constitute an added 
peril to navigation. Some they have salvaged for the metal in the 
hulls. Some have been raised, repaired and refitted and returned to 
service. Now they are working at the dangerous job of blasting 
away the wrecks of ships not worth salvaging. 

Liverpool, because she handled:so much of war's ocean traffic, 
is one of the focal spots for this work. 

They are busy, these days, around that old waterfront and in 
the river and harbor that, as a boy, I found so fascinating.

Is there anything the United States can do to terminate 
the struggle between the Soviet Union and the West. which has 
transformed the peace the world prayed for into an uneasy armed 
truce? Specifically, is there any basis for an understanding with 
the Soviet Union at this time” 

The answer is “No,” in the sadly 
titude of diplomats and policy-makers 
has talked abroad. Furthermore, the reasons for the answer lie, 
not in what we have done or failed to do, but within the Soviet 
Union itself. It is the prevailing frame of mind of the Kremlin, 
and this alone, which insures the failure of any effort to reach an 
understanding that can now be made. Such is the opinion, at any 
rate, of those best qualified to make an informed guess, which is al! 
that can be made about Russia 

In weighing the evidence for this opinion, 1 
member that the Soviet Union is an absolute autocracy, 
within a palace whose every gate is guarded against the outer 
world. In such an atmosphere as that of the Kremlin, a chance 
remark of the autocrat sometimes has more meaning than ten of 
President Truman’s public speeches. 


The Chance Remark ©"? such remark terminated the last 


negotiations between Generalissimo 
Stalin and Harry L. Hopkins. Success or failure of the San Fran- 
cisco Conference hung upon the decision of the two men, when 
they met to discuss the procedural question for the last time. No 
others were present except Molotov, Averell Harriman and the in- 
terpreters, whose presence Stalin apparently forgot. At the crucial 
moment Stalin turned to his Foreign Minister and said sharply in 
Russian that he cared nothing for Molotov’s opinion; that he was 
personally convinced Hopkins was not “trying any trick,” and that 
he would therefore accept Hopkins’ terms.

And they, lke the Macon plateau people, built mounds and raised 
corn and beans (and smoked more than was good for them, from 
the number of pipes they left behind). But they defended their 
villages with palisaded walls, instead of moats and ditches. Yet 
they, too, passed out of the picture, and for awhile, the anthropolo- 
gists say, no man lived at all in this country, where so many dif- 
ferent cultures overlapped. Then yesterday, as the archeologist

Citizens 

I hope that those who are dis- 
posed to be indifferent about our 
treatment of alien strains will read 
\“Citizen 13660” written by Mine 
Okubo, and published by the Co-

‘illustrations and the short text 
‘tell, without the rancor that 
would be understandable, of the 


treatment of the Japanese who 
‘were living in this “land*of the 


time of attack on Pearl Harbor. 


As a member of President 
Roosevelt’s administration I saw 
the United States Army give way 
to mass hysteria over the Japa- 
nese. The investigation of Pearl 
Harbor disclosed that the Army in 
Hawaii was more intent upon acts 
‘of anticipated sabotage that never 
occurred than in being alert against 
a possible surprise attack by the 
Japanese, 

On the mainland, the Army had 
taken no precautionary measures. 
Then suddenly, it lost its self-con- 
trol and, egged on by public 
clamor, some of it from greedy 
Americans who sought an oppor- 
tunity to possess themselves of 
Japanese rights and property, it 
‘began to round up indiscriminate- 
ily, the Japanese who had been 
‘born in Japan, as well as those 
born here. Crowded into cars like 
cattle, these hapless people were 
hurried away to hastily construct- 
led and thoroughly inadequate 
concentration camps, with soldiers 
with nervous muskets on guard, in 
the great American desert. We 
gave the fancy name of “reloca- 
tion centers” to the dust bowls, but 
they were coneentration camps 
nonetheless, although not as bad 
as Dachau or Buchenwald. 


WAR-EXCITED imaginations, 
raw race prejudice and crass greed 
kept hateful public opinion along 
the Pacific Coast at fever heat. 
Fortunately, the President had put 
at the head of the War Reloca- 
tion Authority a strong and able 
man Who was not afraid to fight 
back, Later the President trans- 
ferred the agency to the Depart- 
ment of the Interior. I claim no 
credit for the result that was fi- 
nally attained except that I stood 
shoulder to shoulder with Dillon 
Myer and let my own fists fly on 
occasion. Mr. Myer fully deserved 
the Medal for Merit with which 
he was later awarded. 

It was to be expected that some 
native-born Japanese would have 
to be watched closely. Some want- 
ed to go back to Japan and help 
has been given them. But, ger- 
erally speaking, the Japanese, par- 
ticularly those who had been born 
in this country and were therefcre 
American citizens, have settled 
back into American communities 
and there is no reason to believe 
that they will not continue to be 
loyal Americans, 


IF WE AMERICANS, with the 
Army in the lead, made fools of 
ourselves for which we ought 
properly to be ashamed, it must 
be said that the American Japa- 
nese, with very few exceptions, 
gave an example of human dig- 
nity by which all of us might 
profit. However, they have not 
had returned to them the property 
that was rifled from them, or its 
equivalent. A bill was introduced 
in the recent session of Congress 
setting up a commission to pass 
upon the claims of these dispos- 
sessed American Japanese for 
property of which they were de- 
spoiled. This bill ought to pass and 
no time should be lost in making 
restitution for property that was 
lost or misappropriated. 

If the Japanese had been per- 
mitted to continue their normal 
lives they would have occasioned 
slight concern. They did not in 
Hawaii where the proportion of 
Japanese is much larger than in 
any State on the mainland and 
where the temptation to favor Ja- 
pan was necessarily much greater.

 Emmal Allen Makes

(Editor’s Note: This is another of a series 
of articles on prospects of Southeastern Con- 
ference football teams this season. Others will 
follow.) 


LEXINGTON, Ky., Sept. 22—Well, it seemed 
like a good idea to watch Kentucky against 
Ole Miss before writing a prospect story about 
the team this year. 
But with Cincinnati, 
Saturday, coming up next weekend, Paul (Bear) Bryant, ihe 
Wildcat coach, just doesn’t know. Mr. Bryant, in fact, can recall 
only one similar circumstance in his life and that was the time 
when he received his nickname by rassling a real live bear. 


Cincinnati is known as the Bearcats, and Mr. Bryant is 
hoping he will come out as well as he did in his first encoun- 
ter with one of the species—escaping with life and limb. 


Truth of the matter is, however, we have decided to wait 
until after Jan. 1, 1948, to write football prospect stories on the 
1947 teams. 

The Wildcats are good. A little fellow by the name of Ermal 

llen made them good. He is the difference between a good team 
and a fair one. 


Declared eligible only Saturday morning by some means 
and manner no one has yet figured out, Allen played a great 
game against the Rebels. Incidentally, his eligibility is 
one of the greatest surprises ever to hit football people 
of this Conference. 

That is, all except Kentucky officials and Mr. Allen himself, who 
had been working out with the team so faithfully that he was able 
to play about 40 hard minutes against the Rebels. 


As the gamblers say, they must have “known something.” 


We are no authority on the rules of the Southeastern Conference. 
They are so complicated, there aren’t many authorities, but it’s 
decisions like this which make the Southeastern Conference look 


like hooligans to the rest of the football world. 
‘, ‘* But back to the Wildcats, with Mr. Allen, 
Allen's Savvy who makes them a good football team. 
Allen is full of football “savvy,” as the press agents write. He 
is calm and cool under fire, a great passer, punter and runner. 
His most valuable quality to Bryant is the steadying influence he 
exerts upon the youthful Wildcats when the going is rough. 


Behind him at tailback is Phil Cutchin, who also is a great 
passer. Cutchin fired the first touchdown pass against Ole 
Miss and otherwise played a fine game.
